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WARRANT  FOR  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
STATE  OF  NEW 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  South  Hampton  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham  in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
town  on  Tuesday  the  7th  of  March  next,  at  One  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects:  (Business  meeting 
to  take  up  Article  2  and  subsequent  articles  to  commence  at 
7:00  p.m.) 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensu- 
ing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
fray town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tions of  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  support  of  high- 
ways and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $199.73  for  the  improvements  of  class  V  roads. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  Public  Library. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Winter  Maintenance  of  highways. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  administer,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  tax  collector's  deed;  any  sale  to  be  either  by  private 
sale  to  the  previous  owner,  or  public  auction  with  selectmen 
retaining  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  selectmen  to  hire  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $10.00  for  Sibley  Relief. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  use  of  the  Newton  Dump. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200.00  to  be  placed  in  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
the  purpose  of  reconstruction  of  Capp's  Bridge,  so  called. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  Town  Hall  Maintenance. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  for  the  support  of  the  Police  Department. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by 
the  local  Planning  Board. 
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15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200.00  for  use  by  the  Conservation  Commission. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $370.80  to  join  the  Southeasterly  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission  for  the  year  1972. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  the  support  of  the 
Seacoast  Regional  Counseling  Center. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50.00  to  join  the  Seacoast  Regional  Association  for 
the  year  1972. 

19.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  whether  the 
amendments  of  the  Constitution  proposed  by  the  1971  session 
of  the  General  Court  shall  be  approved. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  establish  an  Historic  Dis- 
trict Commission  as  set  forth  in  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated, 
31:89a-l,  members  of  said  Commission  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen.  The  objective  of  this  Commission  will  be  the  preser- 
vation of  structures  and  places  of  historic  and  architectural 
value. 

21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  do  away  with  the  neces- 
sity of  the  election  of  Fence  Viewer  and  Surveyors  of  Wood  and 
Lumber  commencing  with  the  Annual  meeting  of  March  1973. 

22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Trust  Fund 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  financial  support  for  recreational 
activities.  No  more  than  fifty  percent  of  the  monies  deposited 
each  year  can  be  withdrawn  for  the  first  five  years.  Thereafter 
at  the  discretion  of  annual  town  meeting.  This  Trust  to  be  sup- 
ported by  private  donations  or  bequests.  Donations  to  this  Trust 
should  be  entitled  to  all  State  and  Federal  exemption  provi- 
sions. 

23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Five  Hundred  dollars  for  recreational  purposes. 

24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  engage  a  consulting  firm  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  a  town 
plan,  to  include  but  not  be  limited  to  providing  information  on 
such  subjects  as  Sewerage,  Water  Supply,  Street  Lighting,  In- 
dustry, Residential,  Commercial,  School,  Church,  Town  Build- 
ings, Fire  Police  and  etc.  This  information  will  serve  to  provide 
the  townspeople  with  elements  of  judgement  for  future  decisions. 

25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Fifteen  thousand  dollars  to  engage  a  consulting  firm  to 
draw  up  a  Town  Plan. 

26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,500.00  to  be  used  for  the  restoration  of  the  Town  Com- 
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mon,  on  such  things  as  painting  flag  pole,  adding  loam,  plant- 
ing grass  seed,  trees  and  bushes,  install  benches  and  etc. 

27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  as  the  Official 
Map  of  the  Town  of  South  Hampton,  the  major  street  plan  as 
adopted  by  the  Planning  Board,  and  to  direct  the  Town  Clerk 
to  file  with  the  Rockingham  Registry  of  Deeds  a  Certificate 
of  such  establishment  and  the  date  thereof,  together  with  a  cer- 
ified  copy  of  said  Official  Map,  all  in  accordance  with  R.S.A. 
Chapter  36  as  amended. 

28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  and  substitute  said 
Zoning  Ordinance  for  the  existing  Building  and  Safety  Ordi- 
nance. The  proposed  Zoning  Ordinance  is  as  follows: 

ZONING  ORDINANCE 

Town  of  South  Hampton,  New  Hampshire 

I  —  Purpose 

This  ordinance  is  established  pursuant  to  the  authority  con- 
ferred by  Chapter  31  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  amended,  in  order  to  preserve  and 
improve  the  Town  of  South  Hampton  as  a  rural  residential  com- 
munity and  to  continue  its  desirability  as  a  place  in  which  to 
live  and  to  promote  the  health,  welfare,  morals,  convenience, 
and  safety  of  its  citizens. 

II  —  Districts 

A.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  Town  of  South 
Hampton  is  divided  into  the  following  districts  as  shown  on  the 
"South  Hampton  Zoning  Map,"  which  includes  a  "Wetland  Con- 
servation District  Overlay,"  together  with  all  amendments  and 
explanatory  matter  thereon,  said  Map  being  filed  with  the 
Town  Clerk  and  dated  January  20,  1972. 

B.  Districts  are: 

1.  Rural-Residential  District 

2.  Wetland  Conservation  District 

3.  Commercial  Industrial  District 

III  —  General  Provisions 

All  land  and  uses  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  following 
regulations,  restrictions,  and  conditions. 

(1)  No  buildings,  additions  or  structures  shall  be  erected  or 
moved  without  a  permit  and  no  structure  shall  be  altered  to  an 
extent  affecting  the  total  value  without  the  approval  of  the  town 
Building  Inspector  to  whom  adequate  plans  and  specifications 
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of  the  proposed  building  or  alterations  shall  be  submitted.  A 
fee  of  not  more  than  .02c  a  square  foot  or  less  than  $5.00  based 
on  total  living  and  non  living  areas  shall  accompany  each 
application  submitted.  After  issuance  of  a  permit,  construction 
must  be  commenced  within  six  months  and  be  substantially 
completed  within  two  years,  except  that  the  Building  and  Safe- 
ty Committee  may  extend  the  time  of  completion  upon  appli- 
cation. In  the  event  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Building  Inspector 
restrictions  are  not  being  met,  the  permit  shall  be  revoked  by 
the  Town  Selectmen. 

(2)  The  Town  Building  Inspector  shall  base  his  approval 
or  rejection  of  proposed  plans  upon  the  effect  such  operations 
are  likely  to  have  on  the  value  and  use  of  other  property  in 
the  vicinity  and  upon  the  following  schedule  of  requirements: 

(a)  Foundation  shall  be  constructed  of  solid  cement,  brick, 
cement  block  or  stone.  Industrial  structures  and  accessory  build- 
ings may  be  set  on  brick,  stone  or  cement  piers.  All  must  have 
16"  wide  x  12"  deep  footings. 

(b)  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone,  cement,  cinder 
block  or  brick  to  the  ground  with  fire  proof  flue  lining  through- 
out. All  entrances  shall  be  of  fire  proof  construction. 

(c)  New  buildings  or  structures  must  conform  to  National 
Building  Code. 

(d)  Roofs  shall  be  constructed  of  wood,  fire  resistant  shin- 
gles, metal  or  fire  resisting  composition. 

(e)  Every  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor  area 
of  800  square  feet  for  each  family  unit. 

(f)  All  dwellings  and  buildings  in  private  or  public  use 
shall  be  equipped  with  a  sewage  system  which  at  least  meets 
the  specifications  of  the  New  Hampshire  Pollution  Commission 
and  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Health.  A  permit 
for  said  sewage  system  must  be  obtained  from  the  town  health 
officer.  A  fee  of  no  more  than  $15.00  shall  accompany  each  ap- 
plication for  permit. 

(g)  Every  building  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front  proper- 
ty line  not  less  than  40  feet  or  such  distance  as  shall  conform 
with  the  existing  building  line  of  dwellings  within  500  feet  on 
either  side  and  all  dwellings  set  back  at  least  25  feet  from  rear 
and  side  lot  lines,  except  where  a  person  loses  building  by  fire 
or  other  causes,  said  person  may  rebuild  on  same  foundation 
within  a  period  of  one  year. 

(3)  Butane  gas  or  other  bottled  gas  shall  not  be  stored  in 
any  dwelling,  nor  in  any  building  nearer  than  50   feet  from 
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said  dwelling. 

(4)  All  gasoline  storage  shall  comply  with  the  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Law  regarding  such  storage. 

(5)  Junk  yards:  Places  for  the  storage  of  discarded  machin- 
ery, vehicles  or  other  scrap  metals  shall  comply  with  Chapter 
267  and  322  of  the  New  Hampshire  R.S.A.  concerning  the  con 
trol  of  junk  yards. 

(6)  Any  uses  of  property  that  may  be  obnoxious,  odor  ac- 
companied by  the  emission  of  odor  smoke,  refuse  matter,  dust, 
fumes  or  noise  shall  be  prohibited. 

(7)  No  property  shall  be  used  for  the  storage  of  discarded 
materials  of  any  kind  in  a  manner  that  is  disorderly,  unsightly, 
noxious  or  detrimental  to  the  public  or  prejudicial  to  the  gen- 
eral welfare.  Temporary  non-conforming  uses  which  are  part  of 
industry  shall  have  special  consideration. 

(8)  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  prevent  the  occupant 
of  the  property  being  granted  a  permit  for  the  erection  or  al- 
teration of  structures  to  be  used  for  the  sale  of  farm  produce 
or  the  expansion  of  established  businesses. 

(9)  Plot  plans  shall  be  filed  with  the  Planning  Board  and  if 
approved  then  to  be  submitted  to  the  Building  Inspector  before 
work  is  commenced  upon  any  development.  Every  building  lot 
shall  have  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  200  feet  on  an  existing 
town  approved  road  and  shall  be  not  less  than  one  acre  in 
area;  for  each  additional  family  unit,  there  shall  be  100  addi- 
tional feet  of  frontage  and  1  additional  acre  of  land. 

(10)  No  building  sail  exceed  2  ¥2  stories  in  height. 

(11)  Permit  fees  for  any  structure  of  5001  square  feet  or 
over  shall  be  determined  by  the  Selectmen. 

(12)  Restrictions  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  the  small 
dairy  rooms,  root  cellars,  poultry  houses,  farm  and  storage 
sheds  and  other  similar  small  structures  to  be  so  located  on  the 
owner's  property  as  not  to  menace  the  property  of  another. 
However,  such  building  shall  not  become  the  permanent  dwell- 
ing of  any  family  unit. 

(13)  Ordinary  repairs  or  normal  maintenance  or  existing 
structures  in  kind  shall  not  be  considered  alterations. 

IV  —  Rural-Residential  District 
A.  Permitted  uses: 

1.  Any  residential,  agricultural,  business,  commercial  or 
industrial  buildings  or  uses  existing  at  the  time  of  the  enact- 
ment of  this  ordinance. 

2.  One  single  family  dwelling  per  lot. 

3.  Farming   and   related   agricultural   uses  including  the 
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roadside  sale  of  products  grown  or  produced  on  the  premises. 

4.  Churches,  schools,  and  public  buildings. 

5.  The  taking  in  of  not  more  than  three  roomers  or  board- 
ers. 

6.  An  office  or  customary  home  occupation  in  a  residence 
used  by  a  person  as  his  private  residence,  provided  such  use 
does  not  involve  an  extension  or  exterior  modification  of  said 
residence  and  provided  that  the  only  external  evidence  of  such 
use  is  a  sign  which  shall  not  exceed  four  square  feet  in  area. 

7.  A  single  family  residence  may  be  constructed  on  a  lot 
of  record  at  the  time  this  ordinance  becomes  effective  regard- 
less of  the  area  or  width  of  the  lot  provided  that  the  owner  owns 
no  adjacent  land  which  could  be  combined  with  such  lot  to 
meet  the  minimum  requirements  of  this  ordinance  and  provided 
that  necessary  approvals  for  on  site  water  supply  and  sewage 
disposal  system  have  been  obtained. 

B.  Dimension  and  acreage  requirements  of  a  building  lot 
shall  be  those  set  forth  in  Article  III,  Paragraph  (9). 

C.  All  other  uses  are  prohibited. 

V  —  Commercial  Industrial  District 
This  district  shall  be  all  land  within  1000  feet  of  the  cen- 
ter line  of  Route  No.  150  on  both  sides  thereof. 

A.  Permitted  uses: 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Rural  Residential  District. 

2.  Commercial  business  wholesale  and  retail. 

3.  Industrial  buildings  and  structures. 

4.  Mobil  home  parks,  and  retail  sales  of  mobil  homes. 

5.  Apartments-Condominiums. 

6.  Multi-family  units. 

7.  Golf  courses. 

8.  Recreational  camp  grounds  and  other  seasonal  uses. 

9.  Comercial  green  houses. 

10.  Commercial  boarding  and  riding  stables  and  kennels. 

B.  Dimension  and  acreage  requirements  of  a  building  lot 
shall  be  those  set  forth  in  Article  III,  Paragraph  (9). 

C.  The  plans  for  all  commercial  industrial  structures  and 
uses  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  its  ap- 
proval in  accordance  with  astetics  and  design  standards  con- 
sistent with  the  existing  character  of  the  community. 

D.  All  other  uses  are  prohibited. 
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VI  —  Wetland  Conservation  District 

A.  General 

In  the  interest  of  public  health,  convenience,  safey  and  wel- 
fare, the  regulations  of  this  district  are  intended  to  guide  the 
use  of  areas  of  land  with  extended  periods  of  high  water  tables: 

1.  To  prevent  the  development  of  structures  and  land  uses 
on  naturally  occurring  wetlands  which  will  contribute  to  pol- 
lution of  surface  and  ground  water  by  sewage. 

2.  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  natural  wetlands  which  pro- 
vide flood  protection. 

3.  To  prevent  unnecessary  or  excesive  expense  to  the  town 
to  provide  and  maintain  essential  services  and  utilities  which 
arise  because  of  misuse  of  wetlands. 

4.  To  encourage  those  uses  that  can  be  appropriately  and 
safely  located  in  wetland  areas. 

B.  Boundaries 

The  Wetland  Conservation  District  is  hereby  determined  to 
be  those  areas  delineated  as  poorly  drained  or  very  poorly 
drained  soils  identified  in  the  Soil  Survey  Rockingham  County 
New  Hampshire  issued  August  1959  and  revised  for  this  ordi- 
nance by  the  USDA  Soil  Conservation  District  Service  as  here- 
in defined  is  shown  on  a  map  or  maps  designated  as  the  Town 
of  South  Hampton  Wetland  Conservation  District  Map  and  is  a 
supplement  to  the  "Zoning  Map"  this  is  the  aerial  photo  of  the 
Town  of  South  Hampton,  New  Hampshire.  For  a  detailed  ex- 
planation of  Soil  Types  see  the  Rockingham  County  New  Hamp- 
shire Published  Soil  Survey  on  file  with  the  Planning  Board. 

C.  Permitted  Uses 

Any  use  that  does  not  result  in  the  erection  of  any  struc- 
ture or  alter  the  surface  configuration  by  the  addition  of  fill 
and  that   is   otherwise  permitted  by  this   Ordinance. 
VII  —  Administration 

1.  A  building  inspector  may  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  he  shall  be  the  administrative  officer 
under  this  ordinance  if  the  Selectmen  do  not  appoint  a  building 
inspector,  his  administrative  powers  and  duties  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

2.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  require  that  the  application 
for  a  building  permit  include  a  plot  plan  and  contain  all  neces- 
sary information  to  enable  him  to  ascertain  whether  proposed 
building  or  structure  and  its  intended  use  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
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3.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  make  known  his  decision  in 
writing  within  10  days  from  the  date  he  received  the  applica- 
tion and  he  shall  make  inspections  of  all  buildings  in  the  pro- 
cess of  construction  and  report  any  or  all  violations  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

4.  The  Town  Building  Inspector  shall  retain  the  first  $5.00 
and  half  the  balance  of  any  permit  fee.  The  remainder  of  the 
fee  shall  return  to  the  town.  This  will  be  full  compensation  for 
services. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  commence  work 
for  erection  or  alteration  of  any  building  or  structure  until 
a  permit  has  been  duly  granted. 

VIII 

Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance 
and  thereafter  as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  make  appointments  to  a  Board  of  Adjustment  of 
five  members  conforming  in  duties,  membership  and  term  of 
office  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  31  of  the  New  Hampshire  Re- 
vised Statutes  Annotated  as  amended.  Thereafter,  as  terms  ex- 
pire or  vacancies  occur,  the  Selectmen  shall  be  responsible  for 
filling  vacancies  and  maintaining  full  membership  on  the  Board 
of  Adjustment. 

IX 

This  ordinance  shall  in  no  way  affect  any  dwellings,  build- 
ings, or  recorded  lots  that  are  legally  existing  or  substantially 
constructed  at  the  time  of  its  passing.  A  nonconforming  use  or 
structure  shall  not  be: 

A.  Altered  for  use  for  a  purpose,  or  in  a  manner  substan- 
tially different  from  the  use  to  which  it  was  put  before  altera- 
tion; 

B.  Once  changed  to  a  conforming  use,  never  to  a  non-con- 
forming use; 

C.  Re-established  after  abandonment  of  land  for  one  year 
and  structure  for  two  years,  except  to  a  use  and/or  structure 
conforming  to  this  ordinance; 

D.  Rebuilt  after  damage  exceeding  75%  of  its  gross  physic- 
al valuation  as  determined  by  the  local  assessors,  except  in 
accordance  with  this  ordinance.  Any  such  ruined  structure  or 
foundation  shall  be  removed  to  ground  level  and  left  in  a  safe 
condition  within  one  year. 

X 
Validity:  should  any  section  of  provision  of  this  ordinance 
be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid, 
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such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  this  ordinance  as  a 
whole  or  of  any  part  thereof. 

XI 

Higher  Standard:  when  the  regulations  of  this  ordinance 
and  those  of  another  statute,  ordinance,  code,  regulation  or  re- 
striction govern  the  same  situation,  the  one  imposing  the  high- 
er standard  shall  prevail. 

XII 

Penalties:  Whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ($25.00)  a  day 
for  each  day  of  such  violation  after  due  notice  has  been  re- 
ceived. 

XIII 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  pass- 
age. 

29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Trailer  Park 
Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  proposed 
Trailer  Park  Ordinance  is  as  follows: 


TRAILER  PARK  ORDINANCE 

An  Ordinance  for  the  regulation  of  mobile  homes,  Trailer 
Coaches  and  Mobile  Home  Parks  and  Trailer  Parks  in  the  Town 
of  South  Hampton. 

Section  I  —  Definitions 

For  the  porpose  of  this  Ordinance,  the  following  words  and 
phrases  shall  have  the  meaning  ascribed  to  them  in  this  section. 

Mobile  Home:  means  a  dwelling  on  wheels,  commonly 
known  as  a  house  trailer,  equipped  with  running  water  and 
sanitary  facilities,  bath  and  toilet,  (when  the  unit  is  on  a  foun- 
dation with  wheels  and  tongue  removed,  it  shall  neverthless  be 
governed  by  this  ordinance.) 

Trailer  Park  or  Mobile  Home  Park:  shall  mean  a  plot  of 
ground  of  not  less  than  20  acres  on  which  5  or  more  mobile- 
homes  occupied  for  dwelling  purposes  are  located. 

Mobile  Home  Stand  or  Space:  Must  comply  with  minimum 
subdivision  lot  size. 

Permit:  shall  mean  a  written  permit  issued  by  the  Building 
Inspector  and  permitting  the  mobile  home  park  to  operate  un- 
der this  ordinance. 

Trailer  Coach:  is  a  mobile  home,  but  it  is  not  equipped 
with  sanitary  facilities,  bath,  and  toilet. 
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Section  II  —  Non-Conforming  Usos 

Non-conforming  uses:  Any  lawful  mobile  park  existing  at 
the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  section  may  be  continued  al- 
though it  does  not  conform  to  the  standards  and  provisions  con- 
tained herein.  All  such  mobile  home  parks,  however,  must  ob- 
tain a  license  according  to  procedures  outlined  in  this  section 
and  comply  with  and  maintain  the  minimum  standards  set  forth 
in  the  Sanitary  Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Department  of  Health  for  Mobile  Home  and  Trailer  Parks. 
Any  non-conforming  mobile  home  park  that  is  discontinued  as 
a  business  enterprise  shall  not  be  issued  a  license  for  reestab- 
lishment  except  in  conformity  with  this  section.  Expansion  or 
alteration  of  existing  mobile  home  parks  will  be  permitted  only 
in  strict  conformity  with  this  section. 

No  mobilehome  shall  be  located  in  the  Town  of  South 
Hampton  except  in  a  mobilehome  park  or  trailer  park. 

No  occupied  trailer  shall  be  permitted  in  the  Town  of  South 
Hampton  except  in  a  mobilehome  or  trailer  park. 
Section  III  —  Permits 

Permit:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons,  firm 
or  corporation  to  maintain  or  operate  a  mobile  home  park  with- 
in the  Town  of  South  Hampton  unless  he  holds  a  valid  permit 
which  is  issued  annually  by  the  Building  Inspector  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Planning  Board. 

Application  for  a  mobile  home  park  license  shall  be  filed 
with  and  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  with  the  approval  of 
the  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen  for  a  calendar  year.  The  ap- 
plication shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  applicant  who 
shall  file  with  the  application  proof  of  ownership  of  the  pre- 
mises or  of  a  lease  or  written  permission  from  the  owner.  The 
application  shall  be  accompanied  by  two  complete  sets  of  plans 
drawn  to  scale  showing  the  location  of  the  proposed  mobile 
home  park,  which  shall  show  the  name  and  address  of  the  ap- 
plicant; number,  location  and  size  of  developed  and  platted 
mobile  home  lots;  those  lots  occupied  and  name  of  each  lot 
occupant;  location  of  any  existing  building  and  proposed  struc- 
tures; location,  name  and  width  of  streets  and  walkways;  and 
the  location  of  water,  sewer,  gas  and  other  utilities,  and  sew- 
age disposal  facilities. 

Application  for  a  license  to  operate  a  new  mobile  home 
park  or  to  expand  or  alter  an  existing  one  shall  require  approv- 
al of  park  design  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  Board  shall  deter- 
mine the  adequacy  of  the  design  with  respect  to  arrangement 
of  lots,  streets,  and  other  facilities  to  assure  conditions  favor- 
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able  to  health,  safety,  and  convenience. 

Application  for  renewal  of  license  shall  be  made  in  dupli- 
cate by  the  holder  of  the  license  to  the  Building  Inspector,  and 
shall  contain  any  change  in  the  last  information  submitted. 

Fees:  The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  South  Hampton  shall 
charge  for  the  original,  renewal  or  transfer,  the  amount  of 
$500.00.  The  period  covered  by  such  license  shall  be  from  April 
1  through  the  following  March  31.  The  license  fees  herein  pro- 
vided for,  shall  not  be  in  lieu  of  all  inspection  and  other  fees, 
and  not  in  lieu  of  local  taxes. 

Section  IV  —  Roadways 

Roadways:  Roadways  must  comply  with  subdivision  regu- 
lations. 

General  Layout:  A  buffer  strip  to  adjacent  residential  uses 
at  least  200'  deep,  to  other  uses  at  least  100'  deep,  and  a  150' 
setback  appropriately  landscaped  to  screen  the  park. 

Walkways  not  less  than  three  feet  wide  shall  be  provided 
from  each  mobile  home  stand  to  the  street.  All  service  buildings 
shall  have  similar  walkways. 

Off-street  parking  shall  be  provided  in  all  mobile  home 
parks  where  streets  are  less  than  40  feet  in  width  for  the  use  of 
park  occupants  and  guests.  Such  parking  shall  be  furnished  at 
the  rate  of  at  least  two  car  spaces  for  each  lot.  Required  car 
parking  spaces  shall  be  so  located  as  to  provide  convenient  ac- 
cess to  the  mobile  home.  In  no  event  shall  such  spaces  be  lo- 
cated more  than  200  feet  from  the  mobile  home  that  they  are  in- 
tended to  serve. 

All  streets  and  walks  within  the  park  shall  be  adequately 
lighted  at  night. 

Section  V  —  General 

The  mobile  home  stand  shall  provide  an  adequate  founda- 
tion for  the  placement  of  a  mobile  home.  Stand  foundation  shall 
be  of  such  construction  as  to  prevent  heaving,  shifting,  or  settl- 
ing due  to  frost  action. 

The  park  shall  be  located  on  a  site  graded  to  ensure  drain- 
age of  surface  and  sub-surface  water,  sewerage,  and  freedom 
from  stagnant  pools. 

Cabanas,  awnings,  or  any  other  additions  shall  not  be  al- 
lowed to  be  attached  to  a  mobile  home  unless  such  cabana, 
awning  or  other  addition  is  a  product  clearly  manufactured  for 
mobile  home  use  or  the  plans  for  same  have  been  approved  by 
the  licensing  authority. 

Alterations  and  additions  must  comply  with  the  local  Build- 
ing Code.

No  license  shall  be  issued  for  a  trailer  coach  for  use  of  the 
same  as  a  dwelling. 

Sanitation 

Reporting  of  Communicable  Diseases:  Every  mobilehome  or 
trailer  park  operator  shall  maintain  a  register  containing  a  rec- 
ord of  all  occupants  using  the  park.  Such  register  shall  contain 
ihe  names  and  addresses  of  all  mobilehome  or  trailer  occu- 
pants stopping  in  the  park.  Every  owner,  operator,  attendant, 
or  other  person  operating  a  mobilehome  or  trailer  park  shall 
notify  the  local  Health  Officer  immediately  of  any  suspected 
communicable  or  contagious  disease  within  the  mobilehome 
park.  In  the  case  of  diseases  diagnosed  by  a  physician  as  quar- 
antinable,  such  owner,  operator,  attendant  or  other  person  oper- 
ating a  mobilehome  or  trailer  park  shall  notify  the  Health  Offi- 
cer of  the  departure  or  the  proposed  departure  of  a  mobilehome 
or  its  occupants,  or  the  removal  therefrom  of  clothing  or  other 
articles  which  have  been  exposed  to  infection. 

Inspection 

Inspection  of  Mobilehome  and  Trailer  Parks:  The  Building 
Inspector  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  inspections 
to  determine  the  condition  of  mobilehome  and  trailer  parks  lo- 
cated within  the  Town  of  South  Hampton  in  order  that  he  may 
perform  his  duty  of  safeguarding  the  health  and  safety  of  occu- 
pants of  mobilehome  parks  and  of  the  general  public.  The  Build- 
ing Inspector  or  his  duly  authorized  representative  shall  have 
the  power  to  enter  at  reasonable  times  upon  any  private  or  pub- 
lic property  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and  investigating  con- 
ditions relating  to  the  enforcement  of  this  Ordinance. 
Section  VI  —  Water  Supply 

1.  Water  Supply:  An  adequate  and  potable  supply  of  water 
with  a  minimum  of  40  lbs.  per  square  inch  pressure  at  all  times, 
shall  be  provided  for  each  mobile  home  space  or  lot.  The  water 
source  shall  be  capable  of  producing  3  gallons  of  potable  water 
per  mobile  home  lot  per  minute  from  a  source  approved  by  the 
Health  Officer  of  the  Town  of  South  Hampton.  If  central  water 
is  supplied,  hydrants  must  be  installed.  If  individual  wells  are 
supplied,  a  water  hole  must  be  supplied.  The  minimum  size  of 
the  water  hole  must  be  50,000  gallons  in  the  fall  season. 

2.  All  water  piping,  fixtures  and  other  equipment  shall  be 
constructed  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  State  and  Town 
regulations  and  requirements  and  shall  be  of  a  type  and  in  lo- 
cations approved  by  the  Building  Inspector. 
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Section  VII  —  Electrical  Distribution  System 

1.  Every  Mobile  home  park  shall  contain  an  electrical  wir- 
ing system  consisting  of  wiring,  fixtures,  equipment,  and  appur- 
tenances which  shall  be  installed  and  maintained  in  accordance 
with  applicable  State  and  Town  of  South  Hampton  electrical 
codes  and  regulations  governing  such  systems. 

2.  Main  power  lines  not  located  underground  shall  be  sus- 
pended at  least  18  feet  above  the  ground.  There  shall  be  a 
minimum  horizontal  clearance  of  three  feet  between  overhead 
wiring  and  any  mobile  home,  service  building  or  other  struc- 
ture. 

3.  All  direct  burial  conductors  or  cables  shall  be  buried  at 
least  18  inches  below  the  ground  surface  and  shall  be  insulated 
and  specially  designed  for  the  purpose.  Such  conductors  shall 
be  located  not  less  than  one  foot  radial  distance  from  water, 
sewer,  gas  or  communication  lines. 

4.  Each  mobile  home  lot  shall  be  provided  with  an  ap- 
proved disconnecting  device  and  overcurrent  protective  equip- 
ment. The  minimum  service  per  outlet  shall  be  120/240  volts 
AC,  100  amperes. 

5.  Where  the  calculated  load  of  the  mobile  home  is  more 
than  100  amperes  either  a  second  outlet  receptacle  shall  be 
installed  or  electrical  service  shall  be  provided  by  means  of 
permanently  installed  conductors. 

6.  Outlet  receptacles  at  each  mobile  home  stand  shall  be  lo- 
cated not  more  than  20  feet  from  the  overcurrent  protective  de- 
vices in  the  mobile  home,  and  a  three-pole,  three  or  four  wire 
grounding  type  shall  be  used.  Receptacles  shall  be  of  weather- 
proof construction  and  configuration  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
American  Standard  Outlet  Receptacle  C-73.1. 

7.  A  power  post  shall  be  located  near  each  mobile  home.  In- 
stalled posts  shall  be  buried  not  less  than  30  inches  in  the 
ground  with  48  inches  exposed  above  ground  complete  with  a 
support  foot  to  prevent  settling.  Power  posts  shall  be  either  14- 
gauge  galvanized  steel  with  16-gauge  galvanized  covers  or  four 
by  four  inch  creosoted  timber  posts.  The  power  outlet  shall  be 
contained  in  16-gauge  galvanized  covers  with  the  bottom  edge 
of  the  covers  protected  with  insulating  edge  guard  to  prevent 
wire  damage,  and  a  bushing  io  protect  wires  entering  the  power 
outlet.  A  lug  for  up  to  No.  4  wire  shall  be  provided  for  proper 
electrical  grounding.  The  power  outlet  shall  consist  of  a  weath- 
erproof housing,  a  60  or   100  ampere  250  volt,  two  pole,  air 
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circuit  breaker  with  neutral  bar,  and  a  60  or  100  ampere 
120/240  volt  AC  three  pole  with  U-ground  pole  utility  power 
outlet  and  one  duplex  two  pole  U-grounded  convenience  re- 
ceptacle. 

8.  All  exposed  non-current  carrying  metal  parts  of  mobile 
homes  and  all  other  equipment  shall  be  grounded  by  means  of 
an  approved  grounding  conductor  with  branch  circuit  con- 
ductors or  other  approved  method  of  grounded  metallic  wiring. 
The  neutral  conductor  shall  not  be  used  as  an  equipment  ground 
for  the  mobile  home  or  other  equipment. 

Section  VII  —  Refuse  Disposal 

1.  The  storage,  collection,  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  the 
mobile  home  park  shall  be  so  conducted  as  to  create  no  health 
hazards,  rodent  harborage,  insect  breeding  areas,  accident  or 
fire  hazards,  or  air  pollution. 

2.  Where  municipal  disposal  service  is  not  available,  the 
mobile  home  park  licensee  shall  provide  flytight,  watertight,  ro- 
dent-proof containers  in  sufficient  number  which  shall  be  locat- 
ed not  more  than  150  feet  from  any  mobile  home  lot.  All  refuse 
shall  be  collected  at  least  twice  weekly  and  shall  be  transported 
in  covered  vehicles  or  covered  containers  to  a  disposal  site  ap- 
proved by  the  Town  of  South  Hampton. 

3.  Refuse  collection  stands  shall  be  provided  for  all  refuse 
containers.  Such  container  stands  shall  be  so  designed  as  to 
prevent  containers  from  being  tipped. 

Section  IX  —  Sewage  Disposal 

1.  All  sewer  lines  shall  be  located  in  trenches  of  sufficient 
depth  to  be  free  of  breakage  from  traffic  or  other  movement  and 
shall  be  separated  from  the  park  water  supply  system  at  a  safe 
distance.  Sewers  shall  be  at  a  grade  which  will  insure  a  velo- 
city of  two  feet  per  second  when  flowing  full.  All  sewer  lines 
shall  be  adequately  vented,  and  shall  have  watertight  joints. 
Water  and  sewer  lines  to  be  back  filled  with  washed  sand. 
Water  lines  and  sewer  lines  are  to  be  in  separate  trenches. 

2.  Each  mobile  home  stand  shall  be  provided  with  either 
a  four-inch  diameter  cast  iron  sewer  riser  pipe  having  a  four- 
inch  cast  iron  dandy  clean  out  plug  or  an  approved  four-inch 
asbestos-cement  class  1500  connection.  The  sewer  riser  pipe 
shall  be  so  located  on  each  stand  that  the  sewer  connection  to 
the  mobile  home  drain  outlet  will  approximate  a  vertical  posi- 
tion. 

3.  The  sewer  connection  shall  have  a  nominal  inside  dia- 
meter of  at  least  four  inches,  and  the  slope  of  any  portion  there- 
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of  shall  be  at  least  one-fourth  inch  per  foot.  The  sewer  connec- 
tion shall  consist  of  one  pipe  line  only  without  any  branch  fit- 
tings. All  joints  shall  be  watertight. 

4.  Where  the  sewer  lines  of  the  mobile  home  park  are  not 
connected  to  a  public  sewer,  all  proposed  sewage  disposal  fa- 
cilities shall  be  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector  prior  to 
construction.  Effluents  from  park  sewerage  facilities  shall  not  be 
discharged  into  any  surface  waters.  If  a  central  sewerage  sys- 
tew  is  used,  its  performance  and  maintainer  shall  be  the  soul 
responsibility  of  the  park  or  mobile  licensee  and  not  the  town. 
Section  X  —  Service  Buildings 

1.  For  each  10  mobile  home  lots,  or  fractional  part  thereof, 
there  shall  be  one  emergency  flush  toilet,  one  shower  stall,  and 
one  lavatory  for  each  sex.  The  building  containing  such  emer- 
gency sanitary  facilities  shall  be  accessible  to  all  mobile  homes. 

2.  Service  buildings  shall  have  sound  resistant  walls  ex- 
tending to  the  ceiling  between  male  and  female  sanitary  facili- 
ties. Walls  and  partitions  around  showers,  lavatories,  and  other 
plumbing  fixtures  shall  be  constructed  of  dense,  non-absorbent, 
waterproof  material  or  covered  with  moisture  resistant  materi- 
al. 

3.  Toilets  shall  be  located  in  separate  compartments 
equipped  with  self-closing  doors.  Shower  stalls  shall  be  of  the 
individual  type.  The  rooms  shall  be  screened  to  prevent  direct 
view  of  the  interior  when  the  exterior  doors  are  open. 

4.  Illumination  levels  shall  be  maintained  as  follows:  gen- 
eral seeing  tasks  — -  five  footcandles;  toilet  room,  in  front  of 
mirrors  —  40  footcandles;  laundry  room  (when  provided)  —  40 
footcandles. 

5.  Hot  and  cold  water  shall  be  furnished  to  every  lavatory, 
sink,  shower,  and  laundry  fixture,  and  cold  water  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  every  water  closet  and  urinal. 

Section  XI  —  Fuel  Supply  and  Storage 
All  fuel  oil  supply  systems  shall  be  constructed  and  in- 
stalled underground  in  each  mobile  home  lot  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  set  forth  in:  No.  31,  Standard  of  the  Nation- 
al Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  for  the  Installation  of  Oil  Burn- 
ing Equipment.  Installation  of  systems  shall  be  subject  to  in- 
spection and  approval  by  the  Fire  Chief. 

Section  XII  —  Fire  Protection 

1.  All  mobile  home  parks  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Code. 

2.  Portable  fire  extinguishers  of  a  type  approved  by  the 
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Fire  Department  shall  be  kept  in  service  buildings  and  at  all 
other  locations  designated  by  the  Fire  Chief  and  shall  be  main- 
tained in  good  operating  condition.  Locations  of  fire  extinguish- 
ers and  fire  safety  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  posted  in  con- 
spicuous places  and  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  outlined 
by  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association's  standards:  No. 
501  A,  Fire  Protection  in  Trailer  Courts. 

3.  Fire  hydrants  shall  be  installed  when  the  park  is  within 
500  feet  of  the  city  water  system  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ing requirements. 

(a)  The  water  supply  system  shall  permit  the  operation  of 
a  minimum  of  two  2  V2  inch  hose  streams; 

(b)  Each  of  two  nozzles,  held  four  feet  above  the  ground, 
shall  deliver  at  least  75  gallons  of  water  per  minute  at  a  flow- 
ing pressure  of  at  least  30  pounds  per  square  inch  at  the  highest 
elevation  of  the  park;  and 

(c)  Fire  hydrants  shall  be  located  within  600  feet  of  any 
mobile  home,  service  building,  or  other  structure  in  the  park. 

4.  Each  mobile  home  park  shall  provide  approved  fire 
alarm  boxes  or  approved  telephone  facilities  or  other  approved 
methods  to  contact  the  Fire  Department.  Alarm  systems  shall  be 
in  central  locations  designated  by  the  Fire  Chief. 

5.  Each  mobile  home  park  shall  provide  ingress  and  egree 
facilities  at  separate  and  strategic  locations  that  will  permit  the 
passage  of  occupant  vehicles  and  the  fire  fighting  equipment 
and  must  comply  with  subdivision  regulations. 

Miscellaneous  Park  Management  Responsibilities 

1.  The  person  to  whom  a  license  for  a  mobile  home  park  is 
issued  shall  operate  the  park  in  compliance  with  this  section, 
and  shall  provide  adequate  supervision  to  maintain  the  park, 
its  facilities  and  equipment  in  good  repair,  and  in  a  clean  and 
sanitary  condition. 

2.  The  park  management  shall  notify  park  occupants  of  all 
applicable  provisions  of  this  section  and  inform  them  of  their 
duties  and  responsibilities  thereunder. 

3.  The  park  management  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper 
placement  of  each  mobile  home  on  its  mobile  home  stand  which 
includes  securing  its  stability  and  installing  all  utility  connec- 
tions. The  management  shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  discon- 
nection of  all  utilities  prior  to  the  departure  of  a  mobile  home. 

4.  The  park  management  shall  maintain  a  register  contain- 
ing the  names   of  all  park  occupants.   Such  register  shall  be 
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available  to  any  civil  authority  inspecting  the  park. 

5.  The  license  certificate  shall  be  conspicuously  posted  in 
the  office  of  or  on  the  premises  of  the  mobile  park  at  all  times. 

6.  The  park  management  shall  be  responsible  for  notifying 
the  Chief  Assessor  of  the  arrival  or  pending  departure  of  any 
occupied  mobile  home  or  change  of  ownership  that  occurs  with- 
in the  park;  in  writing  within  72  hours. 

7.  The  park  management  shall  maintain  the  entire  park 
area  free  of  dry  brush,  leaves,  weeds,  and  debris. 

8.  No  park  shall  permit  the  entrance  of  a  mobile  home 
whose  heating  unit  is  not  protected  by  an  automatic  thermal 
disconnecting  device  placed  within  range  above  the  heating 
unit  itself.  In  addition,  at  the  main  exit  door  the  heating  unit 
shall  have  a  manual  disconnecting  switch  with  a  red  engraved 
or  stenciled  plate  reading:  EMERGENCY  SWITCH  —  OIL  (GAS) 
BURNER. 

9.  No  park  shall  permit  the  entrance  of  a  mobile  home  hav- 
ing evaporating  type  heating  or  cooking  facilities  without  the 
approval  of  the  Fire  Chief. 

Responsibilities  of  Park  Occupants 

1.  The  park  occupant  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  re- 
quirements of  this  section,  and  shall  maintain  his  mobile  home 
lot,  its  facilities  and  equipment  in  good  repair  and  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  condition. 

2.  No  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  a  dog,  cat  or  other  pet 
animal  shall  permit  it  to  run  at  large  or  to  commit  any  nuisance 
in  the  park. 

Enforcement 

1.  Whenever  a  violation  of  this  section  occurs,  or  is  alleged 
to  have  occurred,  any  person  may  file  a  writien  complaint  stat- 
ing in  full  the  causes  and  bases  thereof  with  the  Building  In- 
spector or  the  Fire  Chief  who  shall  imediately  record  such  com- 
plaint, investigate,  and  if  the  investigation  discloses  a  basis  for 
the  complaint,  he  shall  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary 
to  correct  the  violation. 

2.  If  the  Building  Inspector  or  the  Fire  Chief  shall  find  that 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  being  violated,  he  shall 
notify  in  writing  the  person  responsible  for  such  violations  in- 
dicating the  nature  of  the  violation  and  ordering  the  action 
necessary  to  correct  it.  He  shall  take  any  other  action  authorized 
or  required  by  this  section  to  insure  compliance  with,  or  to  pre- 
vent violation  of,  its  provisions. 
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SERVICE  BUILDINGS  NECESSARY  TO 
ACCOMMODATE  CAMPING  TRAILERS 

Service  Building  Requirements:  Each  mobilehome  park  or 
trailer  park  which  accommodates  trailers  shall  provide  one  or 
more  service  buildings  in  accordance  with  the  following  speci- 
fications: 

1.  Flush-type  Toilets  —  Minimum  Distance  from  Mobile- 
home:  Flush-type  toilets  shall  be  placed  in  buildings  which  are 
not  more  than  a  miximum  distance  of  250  feet  away  from  any 
trailer  nor  less  than  25  feet  from  any  trailer  or  mobilehome  or 
any  other  structure.  No  service  buildings  shall  be  located  with- 
in 150  feet  of  any  public  street  or  highway. 

2.  Light  Requirements:  The  building  shall  be  lighted  with 
a  light  intensity  of  two  foot  candles  (lumens)  measured  at  the 
darkest  corner  of  the  room. 

3.  Construction  Requirements:  The  building  shall  be  a  per- 
manent structure  of  impervious  material,  adequately  ventilated, 
and  with  all  openings  to  the  outside  effectively  screened,  and 
be  supplied  with  a  floor  drain  and  comply  with  the  Town  Build- 
ing Code  or  generally  accepted  standards  such  as  the  National 
Building  Code. 

4.  Toilet  Requirements:  Separate  toilets  shall  be  provided 
in  the  ratio  of  one  toilet  for  four  females  and  one  toilet  for  every 
six  males.  In  addition,  every  male  toilet  room  shall  have  one 
urinal  for  each  sixteen  males,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  male 
toilet-room  be  without  one  urinal. 

5.  Lavatory  Requirements:  Toilet  rooms  shall  contain  one 
lavatory  with  hot  and  cold  running  water  for  each  two  toilets, 
but  in  no  case  shall  any  toilet  room  be  without  one  lavatory 
with  hot  and  cold  running  water. 

6.  Heat  Requirements:  Each  service  building  shall  have 
heating  facilities  to  maintain  a  temperature  of  70  degrees  F. 
when  the  outside  temperature  is  -15  degrees  F. 

7.  Shower  Requirements:  Each  service  building  shall  have 
shower  facilities  in  the  ratio  of  one  shower  with  hot  and  cold 
running  water  for  each  eight  persons,  but  in  no  case  shall  any 
service  building  be  without  one  shower. 

Revocation  of  License 
The  Building  Inspector  or  the  Fire  Chief  may  revoke  any 
license  to  maintain  and  operate  a  mobile  home  park  when  the 
licensee  has  been  found  guilty  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion of  violating  any  provision  of  this  section.  After  such  con- 
viction, the  license  may  be  reissued  if  the  circumstances  lead- 
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ing  to  conviction  have  been  remedied  and  the  park  is  being 
maintained  and  operated  in  full  complience  with  the  law. 

Penalties 

Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance 
may  upon  conviction  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  10 
dollars  nor  more  than  50  dollars;  and  each  day's  failure  of  com- 
pliance with  any  such  provisions  shall  constitute  a  separate 
violation. 

Conflict  of  Ordinances  and  Validity 

In  any  case  whre  a  provision  of  this  Ordinance  is  found 
to  be  in  conflict  with  a  provision  of  any  ordinance  or  code  of 
the  Town  of  South  Hampton  existing  on  the  effective  date  of  this 
Ordinance,  the  provision  which  establishes  the  higher  standard 
for  the  promotion  and  protection  of  the  health  and  safety  of  the 
people  shall  prevail. 

Saving  Clause 
If  any  section,  subsection,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or 
phrase  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  declared  invalid  for  any  rea- 
son whatsoever,  such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  remaining 
portions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
affect;  and  to  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are  here- 
by declared  to  be  severable. 

30.  On  the  petition  of  Fifty-three  (53)  voters,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  I,  Section  4,  of  existing  Build- 
ing and  Safety  Ordinances  by  striking  out  said  Section  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof,  the  following: 

"New  building  lot  sold  in  the  future  shall  have  frontage  of 
not  less  than  two  hundred  (200)  feet  and  contain  two  (2)  acres 
of  land."

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  meets  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month 
in  the  selectmen's  office. 

Mr.  Sheldon  Beaster  was  appointed  to  the  board  this  year 
to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  the  death  of  Oliver  B.  Merrill.  The 
board  and  the  town  has  lost  a  conscientious  and  concerned  citi- 
zen in  Mr.  Merrill. 

The  first  several  months  of  this  year,  the  board  concerned 
itself  with  controlling  the  potential  influx  of  mobile  homes.  We 
believe,  the  article  in  this  year's  warrant  "Trailer  Park  Ordi- 
nances" to  be  the  best  control  for  this  town.  In  the  later  months 
of  this  year,  it  became  apparent  that  a  large  majority  of  the 
town  was  in  favor  of  districting.  The  article  in  the  warrant  en- 
titled "Zoning  Ordinances"  is  presented  as  a  first  attempt  at  dis- 
tricting. Your  board  has  spent  several  long  nights  ironing  out 
differences  of  opinions  and  confirming  legality  with  town 
counsel. 

The  board  believes  that  districting  is  essential  to  control 
orderly  growth.  However,  we  know  that  districting  will  impose 
additional  restrictions  on  each  and  every  land  owner  in  this 
town. 

Information  gathered  for  the  districting  of  the  town  came 
from  three  open  meetings  with  the  townspeople,  the  Office  of 
State  Planning,  Soil  Conservation  Service,  Rockingham  County 
Conservation  District,  U.S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture,  N.H.  Agricul- 
tural Experimental  Station,  The  South  Eastern  Regional  Plan-

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

During  the  year  we  received  a  favorable  report  from  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  on 
the  land  given  the  town  by  Albert  E.  Gray  for  school  purposes. 
This  report,  plus  earlier  surveys,  indicate  that  the  land  is  gen- 
erally suitable  for  construction  of  a  school  of  up  to  200  pupils. 

The  cost  of  the  school  will  depend  upon  the  number  of 
pupils.  This  number  will  depend,  in  turn  upon  the  growth  the 
town  and  whether  we  continue  to  "go  it  alone"  or  join  with 
other  towns  in  a  regional  or  cooperative  arrangement.  This  is 
a  decision  that  will  have  to  be  made  by  the  Town  in  the  near 
future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

In  the  spring  of  1971  the  commission  met  with  the  Select- 
men and  the  Planning  Board  and,  with  the  advice  of  the  U.S. 
Soil  Conservation  Service,  a  wetland  survey  was  initiated  as  re- 
quired by  state  law  of  Conservation  Commissions.  Aerial  maps 
were  purchased  and  have  been  converted  with  an  overlay  to 
delineate  a  Wetland  District.  These  maps  are  available  for  use 
by  the  town. 

The  urgency  for  us  to  work  in  this  area  of  water  resource 
protection  was  reinforced  by  the  results  of  a  questionnaire  con- 
ducted by  a  youth  sub-committee.  Tabulation  showed  that  citi- 
zens indicated  highest  interest  in  conservation  education  and 
greatest  concern  for  preservation  of  open  space,  especially  wet- 
lands. 

Work  sessions  and  public  programs  have  been  held  with 
James  Hayden  and  Theodore  Kelsey,  U.S.S.C.S.,  and  with 
Charles  Tucker,  director  of  the  Southeastern  Planning  Commis- 
sion, of  which  South  Hampton  is  a  member  town. 

We  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  N.H.  Association  of 
Conservation  Commissions  which  highlighted  a  bus  tour  of 
fresh  and  salt  water  marshes,  narrated  by  University  of  N.  H. 
specialists.  A  Regional  Rockingham-Strafford  Workshop  was  at- 
tended. Also  a  Natural  Preserves  Forum  Tour  which  included 
Chair  Hill  and  Indian  Ground  Hill  in  its  itinerary.  Regular  com- 
mission meetings  are  held  on  the  4th  Thursday  of  every  month. 

The  winners  of  our  first  conservation  contest,  Miriam  Ross 
and  Mark  Stefanski  were  sponsored  to  the  State  Conservation 
Camp  at  Bear  Brook  State  Park  for  the  last  week  in  June.  In 
July  the  chairman  and  secretary  participated  in  a  Conserva- 
tion Teachers  Course  at  Mt.  Cardigan  which  was  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  N.H.  For- 
ests. 

Application  has  been  made  to  The  Ford  Foundation  for  a 
grant  under  their  new  program  for  municipal  conservation  com- 
missions. Preliminary  steps  are  in  effect  for  the  formation  of  the 
Powow  River  Watershed  Association.  This  unity  will  allow  the 
eight  towns  involved  to  take  regional  approaches  to  wise  and 
far-reaching  land  and  water  use.  In  preserving  wetlands  and 
protecting  clean  water  this  association  will  contribute  to  saving 
a  vital  part  of  the  support  system  which  keeps  man  as  well  as 
wildlife  alive. 

The  assistance  and  advice  of  townspeople  will  ensure  area- 
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wide  resource  protection.  We  ask  your  cooperation  and  partici- 
pation as  the  commission  pursues  a  course  of  action  necessitat- 
ed by  the  anticipation  of  possible  need  to  serve  dense  popula- 
tion in  the  future.  Remember,  South  Hampton  lies  in  the  second 
fastest  growing  county  in  the  nation.

The  following  is  a  review  of  events  of  the  South  Eastern 
Regional  Planning  Commission. 

The  town  of  South  Hamton  voted  for  membership  in  the 
South  Eastern  Regional  Planning  Commission  in  March  of  1971. 
Two  representatives  from  the  town  of  South  Hampton  William 
Brunet  and  Norman  J.  Felch  were  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 
Norman  J.  Felch  was  also  elected  to  be  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mission in  May  of  1971. 

The  Planning  Commission  holds  monthly  meetings  and  spe- 
cial sessions  as  required.  The  months  of  March,  April  and  May 
involved  budget  planning  and  the  selection  of  the  Planning  Di- 
rector, Charles  Tucker.  During  the  last  six  months,  the  Commis- 
sion has  given  assistance  to  several  towns  within  the  region, 
such  as  Portsmouth  (sewerage  disposal  and  housing);  Newing- 
ton  (housing);  Epping  and  South  Hampton  (planning  and  zon- 
ing laws).  Also  the  Commission  held  meetings  on  population 
growth,  pollution  control,  and  highway  planning. 

The  responsibility  of  the  Commission  is  to  aide  in  the  par- 
ticipation of  developing  a  better  community  and  give  assistance 
to  the  people  in  obtaining  funds  necessary  to  build  sewerage 
and  water  systems,  schools,  and  open  land  development,  etc.

Increasing  student  enrollment  has  become  a  spectre  that 
haunts  many  of  our  communities.  The  continued  influx  of  new 
families  to  new  single  and  multi-family  units  plus  turnover  and 
conversion  of  existing  properties  is  not  going  to  lessen  the  prob- 
lem. The  facts  are  only  too  obvious  —  with  each  new  family 
moving  in  we  have  more  children,  who,  in  turn,  require  addi- 
tional school  space  and  staff  members. 

Staff 

I  have  been  very  pleased  since  "coming  aboard"  in  July  to 
discover  that  Union  No.  21  has,  for  the  most  part,  staff  members 
of  exceptionally  high  caliber. 

Most  of  our  teachers  that  I  have  come  in  contact  with  are 
talented,  dynamic,  committed,  and  love  teaching  —  all  essential 
to  the  successful  operation  of  our  schools.  That  we  have  weak- 
nesses and  gaps  goes  without  saying.  These  we  shall  have  to 
rectify.  The  important  thing  is  that  we  have  the  potential.  We 
must  do  everything  possible  to  keep  those  teachers  we  want  in 
the  Union  and  provide  them  with  the  kind  of  environment  which 
will  make  their  tasks  a  rewarding  and  fulfilling  experience.  No 
other  profession  will  ever  exert  as  much  influence  on  our  chil- 
dren as  our  teachers.  It  is  imperative  that  we  provide  our  com- 
munities with  the  kind  of  teachers  who  will  assist  us  and  our 
children  in  becoming  truly  human,  who  will  help  actualize  all 
the  potential  of  which  they  are  capable.  When  all  is  said  and 
done,  there  is  nothing  of  greater  importance  in  life. 

To  this  end  I  have  directed  that  principals  become  more 
involved  in  seeking  and  selecting  new  staff  members  and  that 
efforts  already  in  motion  for  better  evaluative  procedures  con- 
tinue. 

The  caliber  of  the  principals  in  Union  No.  21  is  a  credit  to 
the  separate  boards  and  previous  central  office  administrations. 


Collective  bargaining  involving  teachers  has  caused  much 
concern  and  frustration  for  school  board  members.  It  is  my  opin- 
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ion  that  when  both  sides  have  mastered  the  subtleties  of  nego- 
tiations, teachers  and  the  communities  for  which  they  labor  will 
reap  the  benefits  of  mutual  respect  and  trust.  News  reports  to 
the  contrary,  teachers  throughout  the  country  are  bargaining 
over  issues  that  transcend  the  mere  "bread  and  butter"  items  we 
hear  so  much  about.  Those  requests  that  bear  directly  on  work- 
ing conditions  and  professional  improvement  can  only  mean  bet- 
ter teachers  and  a  better  learning  environment.  Time,  I  am  cer- 
tain, shall  prove  this  to  be  true. 

State  Aid 

A  New  Hampshire  school  superintendent's  report  would  not 
be  complete  this  year  without  a  comment  on  the  reductions  in 
state  aid  we  are  experiencing.  Every  town  in  the  Union  is  af- 
fected as  the  following  synopsis  indicates: 

1.  All  funds  for  the  intellectually  retarded  have  been  eli- 
minated. 

2.  Reorganization  Incentive  Aid  for  the  Winnacunnet  Coop- 
erative School  District  was  cut  from  $34,072.50  to  $11,404.84 
for  a  $22,667.66.  loss. 

3.  Historically  the  State  has  contributed  40  percent  of  funds 
necessary  for  teachers  under  the  Federal  Insurance  Contribu- 
tion Act.  This  has  been  eliminated  and  for  only  the  last  quarter 
of  this  fiscal  year  will  cost  our  districts  between  $560.00  to 
$5,500  additional.  Budgets  for  the  1972-73  school  year  will  re- 
flect the  entire  cost. 

4.  The  following  reductions  were  made  under  the  state 
building  aid  formula:

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MINUTES  OF  1971  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

South  Hampton,  New  Hampshire,  March  23,   1971 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  South  Hampton,  N.  H.  School 
District  was  called  to  order  at  8:12  p.m.  by  moderator  Horace 
Cressy.  The  warrant  now  attached  to  page  189  was  read. 

ARTICLE  I  —  Herbert  Taylor  moved  that  this  article  be  ac- 
cepted a.3  read.  The  school  district  officers  that  were  elected  on 
March  9th  were  read  and  voted  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  II  —  Herbert  Taylor  moved  that  this  article  be 
accepted  as  read.  Vincent  Early  seconded  and  carried  affirma- 
tive. 

ARTICLE  III  —  Charles  Spear  moved  that  this  article  be 
accepted  as  read.  Seconded  by  Taylor.  Mr.  Richard  Miller  spoke 
on  school  bonds  over  a  period  of  20  years.  Article  carried  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  David  Riecks  moved  that  this  article  be  ac- 
cepted as  read  in  the  amount  of  $133,734.29  seconded  by  Mr. 
Taylor. 

Mr.  Dennett  asked  the  budget  committee  to  give  a  break- 
down on  this  figure.  Mr.  Cal  Eaton  pointed  out  the  breakdown 
was  on  page  55  of  the  town  report.  Mr.  Spear  explained  the  in- 
crease. An  increase  of  5  pupils  to  the  high  school  at  $800  per 
pupil,  also  grammar  school  pupil  increase  and  the  five  teachers 
on  staff  to  date.  Teacher's  schedules  were  discussed.  Mr.  Riecks 
asked  for  a  motion  that  the  principal  and  superintendent  be  al- 
lowed to  speak  if  called  upon.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Account  No.  210  —  Salaries  accounted  for  some  of  the  in- 
crease, increase  to  the  trust  fund,  the  fifth  teacher,  teacher  and 
secretary.  Discussion  on  the  teacher  aid  followed.  She  was 
made  possible  with  the  money  that  had  been  alloted  for  a 
music  teacher  and  the  language  arts  teacher  was  hired  at  less 
money.  Mrs.  McCarthy  questioned  the  ad  for  the  teacher  aid. 
Miss  Sweetser  explained  the  way  jobs  are  advertised.  Mr. 
Spear  read  a  legal  decree  that  the  school  board  does  have  the 
authority  to  transfer  money  not  used.  Miss  Sweetser  spoke  on 
the  difficulty  in  finding  a  music  teacher  and  explained  the  du- 
ties of  the  school  board.  The  teacher-aid's  re-hiring  for  next  year 
has  not  been  decided.  Mrs.  Helen  asked  to  hear  from  the  School 
Needs  Committee  regarding  the  fence  for  the  common  (Acct  No. 
1265  -  Sites)  Mrs.  Imbrescia  said  the  state  would  provide  a  bar- 
rier type  fence  approximately  80  feet  from  the  corner  tree  up  to 
the  third  tree.  The  common  is  town  property  400  feet  from  the 
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flag  pole.  A  chain  link  fence  3  feet  high  400  feet  long  —  cost 
$750.00;  40  inches  high  —  cost  $850.00;  42  inches  high  —  cost 
$900.00.  A  two  rail  cedar  fence  approximate  cost  $360.00.  A 
chain  and  pole,  no  cost  could  be  found.  Dr.  Schmidt  asked 
whose  decision  it  would  be  on  the  type  of  fence.  Much  discus- 
sion followed.  This  item  was  deleted  for  a  year. 

John  Coffin  made  an  amendment  to  delete  $1,200  from  ac- 
count No.  1265  for  one  year.  Seconded.  The  new  budget  figure 
now  reads  $132,534.29.  Voted  in  the  affirmative.  Discussion  on 
the  school  playground,  all  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  voted  in 
the  affirmative.  Items  in  the  budget  explained. 

Mr.  O'Neil  stated  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  have  the 
teacher's  salaries  and  minutes  of  the  District  Meeting  printed 
in  the  town  report. 

Mr.  Taylor  gave  a  report  on  the  School  Needs  Committee. 
Mr.  Gannett  and  Mr.  Felch  were  appointed  to  this  committee 
replacing  Mr.  Spear  and  Mr.  Taylor.  Mr.  Richard  Miller  re- 
ported on  the  School  Building  Committee  and  stated  their  find- 
ings were:  —  the  10  acres  of  land  would  be  adequate  for  200 
pupils. 

ARTICLE  V  —  Mr.  Riecks  asked  that  applause  be  given  Mr. 
Bonah  for  his  years  on  the  board.  Mr.  Stebbins  made  a  motion  to 
cut  the  budget  10%  of  the  amount.  John  Coffin  seconded.  Three 
in  favor.  Motion  lost. 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Cressy  —  "For  the  Schools  Needs  Commit- 
tee to  continue."  Seconded  by  Mr.  Riecks.  Motion  carried  in  the 
affirmative.  Mr.  Taylor  suggested  reaffirming  the  committee 
each  year  and  they  be  appointed  by  the  moderator. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  10:40  p.m.  seconded  by  Mr.  Early.
